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The Clear Truth nbout Maine.

For the last day or two the Republican
Jjournais and orators have been congratu-
Iatipg themselves with great appearance of
zeal, because they are not beaten in Maloe
g0 badly as wns supposed the next day nfter
the election. Their candidate for Governor,
Davis, they now tell us, 1a elected “by a
small but sufMcient plurality,” * The Re-
publicans,” exclalms the Cincinnati Gazette,
“have secured a clean, handsome victory.
Their plurality will run close to one thou-
sand,"

Now, the only question about the Malne
electlon which possesses any great interest
outside of the State, I8 this: Do the results
of this election show any change In the
political seutiments of the people of this
Btuf:2 As for the Republicans, who car-
rled this State In the election for Governor
in 18¥6 by more than 15,000 majority, have
they now gained or lost as compared with
thelr majority then ¥ Have they now as
great o majority as they then had, or
hawe they fallen essentinlly behind ? Taking
the flgures of the two elections, the Hgures
of 1870 and the figures of 1880, do we find In
them any reasou to conclude that, whereas
the Republicans succeeded in November,
156, In carrying the State for thelir eandl-
date for President, the Demooracy are likely
to succeed In November, 18807 This, we
say, is Lthe only point of great interest as
regards this election when it Is consldered
by people outslde of the State.

The question is answered conclusively by
the fact which we have already stated, that
in 1876, immedintely preceding the elaction
for President, the Republican candidate for
Governor bad In the State s majority of
15,444, while now in 1880, two months
before the President Is to be chosen,
they are only claiming for their candidute
for Governor & plurality of 1,000, and that
pluradity obtained In remote districts by
moeans which are generally believed to savor
of fakse countiog and of traud.

Thus we see that, in the period since the
last Presidentlal election, there has been a
chapge in the people of Maine, and an lm-
mense change in the relative power of the
two parties in this old Republican State,
The party which had a clean majority of
more than fifteen thousand, now hasa plu-
tality of only one thousand. This fact most
fecisively removes every doubt. The Re-
publicans bave not held thelr own in that
State—far from it. Where they wero the
triumphant party, they are now thoe
defeated party. The majority which
was on one side s puow on the
cther. And if such a change takes place in
n Btate which has been Hepublican ever
since the beginning of the purty, and in o
Btate whieh possesses, In the person of Mr,
Bramsg, the most brilllant and popular of
Ilepublican leaders, what is likely to he tho
case in other States, all of them slways less
dewoted to the Republican party than Maine
has been, and sowe of them at times largely
hastlle to that party? 1Is it likely that,
whereas Maine has chnnged agninst that
party, other States will change in its favor ?

If the Republicans can find auy cause for
encoursgement ln the clreunustance that
thay may put Davis into oftice iu Mulne by
& limited plurality ora petty majority, they
Are welcome to lt. Let the samme propor-
tione that are demounstrated o Malve apd
the same political tendeucles hold good
elsowhere, and, Instead of the quarter of a
million majority which TILDEN had among
the people in 1870, Haxcock will have o ma-
Jority of mure thny a million fu 1880,

In his rocont great specch the Hon, LyYyMaN
Trusmpvrnn proved from the record that
these amendinents could not have been ear-
ried without the votes of Demoeratie Con-
gressmen,  Democratie Noational Convens
tiong have ratified them. In the face of
their action Senator CoNkuiNg ropeats an
nssertion that If Gen, Haxcook Is elected
the doors of the Treasury will be opened for
the payrment of Southern claims not specifi-
eally debarred by the fourth section of the
Fourteonth Amendment.

The cotton tax was a tax
boru of the war. Without a rebelllon there
would have been no such tax. It is safe to
say that Gen, Haxcocr, who materially
nided In crushing the rebelllon, will never
favor the payment of logses ineurred, elther
directly or indirectly, by those who fought
against the Unlon  Unlike the present
fruudulent Admipistration, he may favor the
payment of the French spoliation claims,
the Geneva award claims, and other honest
claims against the Government, but he wiil
never consent to the payment of shadowy
and fantastic clulms originated by specula-
tors under a thin veoeering of hypoeritical
loyalty.

An English Traveller in Iceland.

Of late a good many tourists have In-
cluded Icaland intheir wanderings, but their
curaory and superfielal notes have by no
menns satisfied the popular {nterest which
has been awakened in regard to that remote
wod isolated corner of the earth. Buch is
not the ease with the full, minute, and sug-
gestive account of that remarkable country
published by Mr. DaviD WEDDERBURN.

The six centuries of absolute political sub-
Jection to Denmark, which were happily ter-
minated six years ago, proved fatal to the
social and industrial energles, if not alto-
gether to the literary activities, of Iceland.
From the time the Hourishing, aristoeratic
republic of the early middle nges bivcame the
oppresacd and slighted provinee of a distant
power, misrule cowblioed with famlne, pes-
tilence, and voleanie eruptiovns to depress
the condition of the Inhabitants, who stead-
Iy retrograded In materinl prosperity. So,
too, the vigor and self-relinnee which In a
predminent degres chnracterized thelr free
forefathers were gradually lost undera Gov-
ernment wholly fu the haods of Danes, and
which gnve the Dunish merchants a completo
monopoly of the Ieelundie trade, In 1874,
however, the Icelanders entered upon an
ern of home rule caleulated to aronse their
dormant vitality and throw off the slug-
glshuness and torpor of former years. Under
the new Constitution they have acquired a
lnrge measure of legislative independence,
electing the whole of the Lower Chamber
and ope-hildf of the Upper House, the other
membaers of the latter body being chosen by
the Kiog from awmong the natives of the
country, They occupy nlso almost every
post in the general administration, only the
Cunlet Maglstrate, or Governor, belng ap-
pointed by the King, and thus the executive
part of the Government would be entirely
satisfactory were its head or his advisers
made accountable not to the authorities ot
Copenhagen, but to the Ieclundie legisla-
ture, Were this change made, the relation
between Iceland aud Denmark would ba al-
most precisely analogous to that which now
subelsts between Great Britain and the Do-
minion of Canada, We should mention that
thore are Ivolnondie tribunals forall litigated
questions, although in ecriminal cases and
in eivil nctions involving considerable sums
an appeal woy be taken to the Supreme
Court of Denmark,

The chiel staples of export from Tealand
have been, and under the new régime must
soemingly continue to be, dried fish, wool,
and elder down. The wool 18 of excellent
quality, although it presents a ragged ap-
pearance, nut helng shorn, but simply pulled
off the sheep's buck. The elder ducks are
protected all the year round under heavy
penalties, nnd prefor the nelghborhood of
human habitations for thair breeding places.
Mr. WEDDERBURN states that from the
largest of these * duckeries"” as much as
$1,600 is cleared annually; the down being
worth about €5 per pound on an average.
Fish of all sorts, including salmon, are the
country's best and most certain erop, which
has not, however, been turned to full aceount
heretofore, vwing to the want of decked ves-
80ls adapted for deep sea fishing. The Ice-
lnnders, In fact, lineal descendunts though
they are of the Norse sen rovers, had consed
to be a seafarlug people, owing Lo the harsh
commercinl monopoly whieh enriched Co-
panhogoen merchants at thelr expense, aud
thelr entrance Into  trade may now
be impeded by their lnck of  oapital,
unless this should be met by the forma-
Livn ol cobperative companies. At preseut,
au Ieelandie furmer's wealth conslsts maloly
of sheep nand ponies, not over DUIneruus
but vur English observer thought that the
quantity of permanent live stock might be
consideravly increased by a system of
dralnage and the importation of hay, These
Ieeland ponies, by the way, feem to b re-
markable animals, They got very little to
eat, vet their endurance is nstonishing, for
they will keep up u steady jog trot for hours
together, and travel oo through the long
suwinmer dayvs of northern latitudes with no
other sustensuce thad cad be picked up
from the scanuty herbuge by the wayside
duriog an bour's midway halt. An Icelnnd
pony, we are told, Is very seldom viclous,
apd me cautlous as an elephant, testing
every suspicious place with his forefoot.
There wre po roads In Jealand—wmoerely
tracks worn deeply In soft pest or harnd
Inva hy the feet of thesa small horses,
whuse singular cleverness in avolding bogs,
soowdriits, and lova streams makes thom
lnvalunbde to their owners,

Mr. Weppenoeis found primary educas
Thon shiffusad all over leeland, while in the
prineipal  town and among the eclorgy
throughout' the country e enconntered
men of high Hterary onlture, who would
have done cradit o any sont of loarning o
Burops, Hcholars and loguists, indeod,
ubound to an extent unequalled in any coms
ninity of the same slze (there are only
70,000 Inhabltauts), Lut moathemnatics, sel-
suce, with what mny be termed tho solen-
title professions, are alimost entively nog-

leetesl.  leelanders learn, It sooms, to
spenk the English langunge with an exesl-
lent pronuneintion, owlng to the fact that
they possess two letlers representing the

dulble svuud of vur " A" W Y tbiug " aod

“thou." 1Itis polntad out by our traveller
that leelandio, regarded ns o genulne llv-
ing dinloct, spoken, written, and even priot-
od In nowspapers of the prosont day, may
indisputably claim to e the oldest In Eu-
rope, sluco it still retains the archiwlo forms
of the anclent Scandinavinn tobgue, now
modernized and slmplified In Denmark,
Sweden, and Norway.

As might bo expected in & thinly peopled
eountry, without publio houses of any sort,
hospitality Is a characteristic, becauso a
necessary, virtus, It appears, however, that
& presont Is always expoctod from forelgn
visitors. The fare at an Icelandie baer, or
furm, is frugal enough, and the accommo-
dations ave rude and uninviting. From the
outslde their dwellings look like mere heaps
of stones and  turf, with a chimney and one
or two panes of glass., On the ground Hoor
ate the *firo house,” or kitchen, and store
rooms, which are descriliod as very dark and
dirty. The family live all huddled together
inthe " bath room™—at the present day o sad
misnomer—which Is reached by means of n
ladder, and dimly lighted by a small window
hermetleally closed. Theemellof this room,
where the whole housebold eats and aleops,
Ia naturally nauseous, According to Mr,
WerpERBURN, the modern Ieelander actually
prefers the primitive architecture ot his nn-
ceators, for ho might follow, If he chose, the
example of the Danlsh merchants and othor
sottlors, whoso clean, alry wooden houses,
ndorned with flowers and picturea, exhibita
striking contrast, Notwithstanding the
untoward aspect and Influence of such sur-
roundings, there 1s much softness and re-
filnoment of manners, even in remote parts
of the country, owing to the universal at-
tention pald to education, It iscommon, we
ara told, for rosy-faced, flaxen-halred ur-
ching to walk up toa stranger and shake
hands, with a friendly “God dag. Wae
may add that kissing is a customary salu-
tation by men, but, owing to the wilespread
noglect of ablutions on the part of the na-
Lives, it is little affected by forelgnors.

Iceland, it seems, I8 pronounced by its
patrictic sons tha best country on which the
sun shines, but Mr. WEDDERBURN, regard-
Ing 1t with the eyes of an impartial stranger,
deems it oue of the worat that has ever boen
Inhabited by civilized human belngs. MHe
has no doubt that the conditions of existence
can be sumewhnt ameliorated when tne
hablt of sell-government shall have revived
the faculties of its originally bold and ener-
getle race.  He notes, however, like all com-
petent observers, one almost inguperable
bar toany very marked advance in material
prosparity. We refer, of course, to the al-
most total absence of fuel, no trees growing
now io Iceland, except dwarf birches and
willows, while the peat is of bad quality,
and dried ouly with great difleulty. There
Is no coal, and although lignite is encoun-
tared In small quantities, it is imperfectly
combustible and Inaccessible for practical
purposes, It Is well known that the first
settlors found a relatively ample supply of
wood In Iceland, and thelr improvidence,
aggravatiog the patural disadvantages of
the country, has contributed pot o little to
quell the spirit and cramp the prospects of
their descendanta,

“ Five Years in Ameriea.”

The English Nonconformist and Independ-
it coutalns u contribution from the Hev.
REUEN Tunomas, former minister ol Wycliffe
Chapel, Loudon, now pastor of the Congre-
gatiopal church in Brookline, Mass, He re-
cites his experionce in the United States, and
tho Congregutionalist, while it publishes co-
plous extracts, declares that his mind is
“recoptive and candid.”

Mr. THoyMas discusses the questions of
climate, churches, polities, pnd education.
“Sundry sorta of people " to be found hers
are likewise froely exhibited to the English
public, The wvarled tempersture of the
United States excites his interest. He
thinks that * the Southern States are too
hot for an Englishman,” although he ad-
mits that Chinamen might be able to work
there. He says that “there aro few places
in the South where an Englishman, Seotohe
mun, or Irishman could exist and labor In
the summer timo with any degree of com-
fort," Accordingly, he ndvises laborers to
seak the Northern and Western country.

Mr. TaoMas finds occaslon for a tempor-
ancoe argument o our uncertain climate,
He doclares that if men drank as freely here
ns in England, the heat and cold would be
too much for them. Then follows the remark-
able statement that the “ total abstinence
zonl of Ameorica arlses quite as much from
the circumstanes that for elimatic reasons
people cannot stand drinking, as from the
goodness of the advocates of the causo.”
This Is the statement of the pastor of a
large parish in the suburbs of Boston,
within n hundred miles of the residence of
Gen, Nean Dow, But the best Is to come.
He says that moderate drinking and im-
moderate temperance work are due to the
fact that *'there is very little wine worth
drinking to be got.” * The unlversal adul-
teration of all Intoxleants”™ makes a glass
of genuine liguor a rarity. In other words,
it Mr. Vesson's weather could be a little
more even, and the whiskey and brandy of
good quality, thers might be o general
cescation of all temperancs efforts!  Mr
TroMas's receptive ecapaclty must be
somewhat limitsd, If in five yoars he has
not learned that, if it be pald for, the best
of liquor may be obtained In the United
Stated as well as In his old home. The
owners of good eallors will bo loclined to
shirug their shoulders when thoy read that
vory letle wine worth deinking 18 to be
found vu this side of thoe Atlantle,

Mr. TioMAs avers thut farming (s Hmited
by the fact that *‘the ground Is tightly
bound up with frost for five months of the
year,  This sweeplog vomark lncludes this
whole country. Five months of frost In
Rhode Island and Conoecticut, in the Mid-
dle States, and in much of the West, would
be a phenomenon deserving of wide comment.
Either the English-American pastor was
tnlking™to grossey igunorant people, or he
fuucied that the Doston temperature repro-
sentod the normal atmosphere of the entirn
contineot. Anaddress purporting to present
6 falr judigmoent respecting his adopted
country ought to bave beena little more
careful,

The reverend gentloman econfessos that
before he cnme to Amerlea ho had formed
au erroneons opinlon of the genernl char-
aoter of American women, He assorts that
In England ** the Impression has got abroad
that Amorican women universally hnve
sereeching volees, snllow complextons, nnd
manners the reverse of modest,”  There aro
“Eome few of thnt kind in the tar Woeat," ho
kiudly informs thoe English, vut usually the
wormen are of a different type.  Possibly ho
dues not rightly apprehend the popular
oplplon of England; but he assumes to do
s, His Brookline congregation doubtless
lncludes many cultivatod porsons, Their
rolined souls must bo shiocked as they ascor-
tain that, without knowing it, they have
been oo trinl before thele pastor, and that
ho experienced o porpotusl surprise and do-
llght us thelr velees, oolor, aud decorum
were found agreeable nod plensing, when
bLe Lad suticipated shrilluess aud pallor
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and Indiseretion, His candor, as the
Congregationalint suggests, s undoubted,

Bervants here do nov sult this elergyman,
Ho has even known them to leave thelr em-
ployers “in the very hour when [riends
had boen lnvited to dine,” Howover, “only
nbout one In overy three ls as bad as this,
No English girl would act so." Next he
discusses politics, and soberly remarks that
“theres are some hundreds of men In every
township of any slze roady to sell thelr
votes;" but he does not bolieve that ** & mn-
Jorlty" is open to bribery anywhore, It issafe
to conclude that in his opinion about one-
thivd of our voters are on sale The politi-
cal excltemont and subsequent apathy of
the American people seom to have Im-
pressod him. “Two or three days before
un election, you would think that all the
Republicans would murder all the Demo-
ornts;" but when the votes ure counted all
Is qulet. This suggesta the posaibility that
his Brookline deacons might become so In-
furinted agaipst the wicked Bexy BurLen
that they could murder him, and then
return quietly to thelr usual round of
chureh duties,

Mr., TuoMas devotes considerable atton-
tion to church life in Ameries, Ho exprogses
his delight that we never hear, as In Eng-
land, the patronizing words, * our dear dis-
senting brethren.” He affirms that the
Episcopal Church is as exclusive here as it
s In England, and that a close bond of
fellowship unites the Congregationallsts
and Presbyterians; but, " on the whole,
America suffers from a too rigid sectarian-
Ism. There are signs of deterioration In
religlous matters here.” ‘I'hechurches are
few where you can get two full congrega-
tions on Bunday, and * Puritan New Eng-
land I8 a thing of the past." He asserts that
" the workling clnsses are not found to any
great extont in our churches.,! He hasno
fear of n military despotism in this country ;
but a " gilded barbarism will return if the
religious life be not toned up."”

The confession that he *‘at once fell in
love' with Mrs. HAYss when he saw her in
the White House, and that ahe s a * queanly
woman," deserves to be quoted as coming
from one who had supposed * the manners
wore the reverse of modest" among our
American womoen. And so, enough about thoe
Hey, Mr. THOMAS.

Self=Convicted.

After the exposure of the D GoLyEn
bribe, Gen, GARFIELD resorted to every
means that a corrupt and desperata
man would adopt to escape from its effect
on his constituents. He did not hesitate to
lie, to prevaricate, aud to distort facts,
even with a reasopable certalnty that his
methods would be uncovered, He took the
chanees of future disgrace in the effort to
suve himself from the present wrath of a
betrayed people,

Oue of the most conelusive proofs agninst
GARFIELD In the Credit Mobilier investiga-
tion, was the production of figures in his
own handwriting whereby he claimed o
groeater interest than AMes hoad allowed him
on his ten shaves, after having sworn that
ha “never owned, recolved, or agreed to
recelve, any stock" of that corporation.
That evidence astounded the committee and
shocked hig friends, They demnnded that
lie should confront it forthwith.

GARFIELD blustered and threatoned that
he would go before the commitiee to
denounce AMEs, and to disprove the
charge, which, standing unanswored, left
him a sell-convicted perjurer. This testi-
mony was taken on the 20th of January, 1872
tho PoLAND report was made on the 18th of
February; anid the Forty-second Congress
closed its discreditable career on the 8d of
March, 1873. But he never dared to meet
AMES or to deny the charge until death had
forever closed the lips of his accuser. Then
he Invented o story Intended to broak the
foree of his admitted guilt,

In the De Gouyer bribe he was caught
again in his own trap and condemnped by
his own words,  And here 1s the proof from
the record, Inan elaborate and cunningly
voncocted address, dolivered at Warren,
Olio, Bept. 19, 1874, in reply to the necusa-
tions of an organized opposition of Republi-
cans in his district, he sald :

" He [Pamsoxs] asked we if T would aryue the case for
him. Taaid, "Twilide it if 1, ou exsmioaton, find the
patent what it purports to be.* **

Again:

**Now, [ have before me here what I had when I eade

Two years after, he appeared befors the

On theso two occagions ho told two differ-
ent stories: First, that he agreed to " argue
the case" bofore Boss Saeraenn’s Board of
Public Works; and secondly, that he agreed
to “ prepare a brief on the relative claims of
the pavements.” Putting aslde any techni-
eality, he awore In predence of GLOVER'S
committes that he did both,

Dut GAnriELD was not aware, when he
cominitted himsell so irrevoeably to these
fulse assortions, thut o witness was at hand
who knew the whole secrot history of the
De Gonyer job, from having an fnterest in
the dronizing part of the patent, and who
also knew that CmirreNpes had hired Pag-
80848 as the next friond of GAnren, o
order to reanch the Chalrman of the Appro-
fivintions, who, us he wrote to MoCULELLAN,
“enrries the purse of the United States, All
the appropriations for tho District come
from him,"

T'he Chalrman of the ecommittee roquestod
Mr. NokeRrsoN, from his familiavity with
the subject, to cross-examine GARFIELD, and
he did so, with the followiig efect:

WHAT IS GOING ON IN EUROPE

The Parllamentary session s over, and
lior Majosty's Ministers hinve eaton thelr whilte-
balt dinper at Groenwich, This vustom of cale-
brating the eloao of thelr labors by a Languet
“down the river" is nn old one, nnd much un=
popularity attached to Mr. Gindstono during
his last term of offlce because of his Infraction
of it. When Lord Beaconafiald came into powar
Lie was oaraful to revive it, and Mr. Gladstone
has thought It prudent not to plnoe himsell
agnln In » position where lie might be taunted
for his hostility to good old English customs.

Howover, he vory noarly vlaced his colleagues |

in the ridiculous position of sitting down to A
whitebait dinner without the whitebalt, That
delieious little * lump of bones” followed the
examplo of the Queon, Her Majesty. not earing
to be delaved in London by the Irish obstruo-
tionlsts, and 8o loas the most oujoyable part of
the autumn at Balmoral, did ‘not walt for the
House to rise before leaving for Beotland. Him-
ilarly the fNish, which como upthe Thamea in
Fabruary, and romain untll about the mididle of
August, finding that the Ministers did not come
at the usunl time to ont them, and no doulit ro-
membering the slight put upon them by Mr,
Gladstono's last adminlstration, walted no
longer but puat to een.  The Premier
4 no more to ba browbeaten by whitebait than
he is by Irishmen; boats were despatchod after
the truant Ash, nnd enough of them wero in-
duaced o return to the Ehip Hotel, Greenwich,
to save the feast from belpg a failure.

""the farmor or one otlier person,”' Had the Com-
mons ted to their Imont the effoct
of the law would have been nullified, we it Is
about as uselesa for one person to go rubbit
ehooting ae to go rowing with one oar. The
rabbits make thalr burrows in the hedges, with
exits on both sldes, To got them out of their
strongholds, ferrets have to be sent in alter
thom, and, if there wore only one man to shoot
them, the rabbits would naturally bolt on the
opposite side of the hodie,

The " feast of Bt. Partridge" ceours in Eng-
Iand on the 1st of Beptember, and it Is eurious
to note tho alterations which have indirectly
beon caused in partridae shooting by Amerienn
ingenulty. In the dnya when the reaping of
the grain crops was done by hand the stubbla
was often ten inches in height. In this the
birds were acoustomed to hide themselves, and
the sportsman, with the ald of his dog, was en-
ablad to got within a ebort distance of the
covey before they would take wing, The
general use of reaping machines hos made this
method of shooting next to impossible, The
machines cut tho straw so close to the ground
that the Lirds can seo their nppronching enemy
na soon 68 he entors the fleld, and they nocord-
Ingly ndjourn to soma snfer quarters bofore he
cun got within range. The plan most in favor
now is for the sportsman to take up n position
under & hedge and to send men into the fleld
from the opposite side to drive the birds in the
direction of tho gun, With this change In the
mannoer of shooting partridges most of
the pleasure s gonm, The actual skill
required to kil the game wns only n
minor part of it,  The real art consisted in di-
recting the movements of the dogs. and a
knowledge of the habita of the birds, to enable
the sportsman to approach them sons to have
the wind in his favor, whs nbsolutely necessary
toinsure s good bag. Another method of making
the birds lie still until within range, which
has of Iate years eome Into vogue, It is toshoot
with n kite, One of the fearfully red Japaneso
monstrosities, in the shape of a hawk with great
staring eyes, Is flown over the fleld in which the
birds are known to be. This apparition actually
paralyzes them with fright, and the sportsman
has almost to kiok them up before they will fly,
When they do get up, howeaver, they are twice
as diMoult to hit as when put up by s dog, They
dart hither and thither in their terror, so that it
{8 next to impossible to get a steady shot at
thom,

While the well-to-do Londoner enjoys his
liberation from the cares of businnes by n stay
at the seaside, the poorest of the London poor
luxuriate in an Annualtrip Into the counties of
Burrey and Kent during the hop-vleking
sonson, which begins the first week of Septum-
ber, Thousands of hop plekers of both sexes
throng the London Bridge Rallway station
waltiog to bo taken to thelr destinatlona, It is
imypossible to even approximnte the total pum.
bor of persons that invide thehop distriets, but
In one parish alone 3,000 pickers nre employed.
The farmers keop # record of the hands they
omploy, and give the preference tothose who
have been with them before. It I8 not uncom-
mon to find a plekor who has worked for the
same master forthirty years past, These are
known as " regular annuals,” Formerly no ac-
commodation was provided for the comfort of
the plekors, and thoy wero nccustomed to eon-
grogate after the day's work was done, cook,
oat, and sleep together under the hedges or o
the straw yards, Hop growers have now bulilt
soparate sheds for the men and women, and
provide them with fncilities for cooking and
eleeping. Thero is still plenty of fun from sun-
sol to 9 o'clock, when an overseer goos round to
see that the lights are out. Last year the crop
was a very poor one, and many of the pickers
got no work atall, This year the crop is poor
in places, but few of the workers will return
empty handed, The hands are pald according
to the work they do, the most industrious
averaging not more than 75 cents a day, whilo s
poor worker will not earn more than 40 cents,
The good that s month's fresb wir and exercise
does for tho poor wretches, whio for the rest of
the year |ive In the vile sluma of smoky lon-
don, mnkes up, in their estimation, for the
smalinosa of the wawes. Tho chiof bopellt,
however, is to the chillren who accompany
their parents. If too young to assist in the
pleking, they enjoy their outing by rolllug In
the hop vines after the flowers huve boeoen
gathered and placed o the baskets,
